But the marine rx will still pull in WWV at 2.5, and you can't beat 
the soap operas on 48 MC c/o your neighbors' cordless phones. 


While a BA computer is just sooooo slow that you can't do anything interesting, 
like play music or real-time grafix (aka games). Tho a 1401 or PDP-11/20 

cold certainly predict propagation, run a log book, or even steer your 

Oscar antenna. 


Old and new computers are so different in power as be different KINDS 
of machines. But a BA is still a radio, just bigger and heavier.

The guy doing the welding doesn't know how to weld. I have two welders that I 
frequent for thin stock stainless, steel, and aluminium of which I need to 


keep heat warpage to a minimum (aircraft parts). 


I have to admit though for a 5/8 inch hole (and I am not a total purist when 
it comes to restoration, there's a line between cost and practicality that 
always seems to grab me) I think I would flare the hole on both sides and fill 
with "Metal to Metal". It is a bondo of sorts that body shops use which when 
it dries will require dynamite to remove. You can sand it to a smooth finish 
in 15 to 30 minutes and then use standard refinishing steps (sanding, primers, 
etc.). I have done this to chassis and panels that others have buggered up 
(especially to aluminium where welding thin stuff is difficult) and had 
excellent like new results. 


As I said I would "flare" the hole with a ream or knife on both sides. Place 
the soft plastic of a margine tub lid on the back side and fill in the hole 
from the front with a putty knife or preferably one of the plastic spreaders 
that they sell along with auto body putty. The plastic margine lid will 
supply support from the rear while you are filling in the hole and also while 
it is drying. You can later remove the lid since the filler will have a hard 
time sticking to the lid. 


Use standard refinishing techniques from there. 


I have done the same with regular auto body filler and had same results. The 
"Metal to Metal" stuff is able to take much more abuse and I'd use it if it 
were in that type of area on the equiment. If its not in an area that's 

going to receive abuse then use regular filler with same filling and finishing 
techniques. 


If you were close I'd refinish the whole cabinet for you since I routinely do 
that kind of work and have the materials and tools on hand.

More than likely, the bug is a Japanned-base bug,and the pinstriping has simply 
worn off. 


Many Japanned-base bugs are like this. In fact, the only ones I have ever seen 
with pinstriping intact were kept in boxes like the ones that Vibroplex used to 
sell for their bugs. 


I have also seen a few in which the pinstriping appears to be completely worn 
off, but if you hold it up in the light at an angle you can still see the 


striping, slightly raised above the rest of the lacquer finish. A little Windex 
can be used to clean up the finish, and restore some of the original lustre, 
but don't rub too hard, as this will rub off even more of the pinstriping. 


Also, I don't think I would call the markings in the corner "lightning bolts". 
They are more like flower petals or bamboo leaves. Remember, that Japanning 
refers to the process of black lacquer-finishing the key. The "leaves" in the 
corners resemble the trim on many pieces of oriental furniture with the same 
kind of finish. Just pay a visit to an oriental furniture store. 


Regarding the age of the bug, you probably meant to say the serial number was 
in the 80,000 range, not 800,000. If its in the 80,000 range, it is probably 
late 20's, early 30's. Probably has an address of 825 Broadway, right?? 

The wedge cord was added later by the operator.

Your point is well taken, and for ham radio use this is no doubt the correct 
way to do it. Other methods of code teaching have other goals. For 
instance, the military tends to handle a lot of encrypted traffic, for which 
you have to get everything down letter-perfect and legible; hence the 
teaching of printing or typewriting rather than script or head-copying. 

And you often have to deliver a hard copy to the cipher clerk. 

Commercial telegraphy, especially news wire operation, required high speed, 
on-the-fly expansion of abbreviations into words, and delivering hard copy 
to the recipient; hence script writing or typewriting. Railroad telegraphy 


often required writing with a stylus through multiple layers of paper and 
carbon paper. The result had to be accurate and legible, unlike news 

where the typesetter could usually guess correctly from the context if he 
couldn't read the handwriting perfectly. (There's a funny story which I 

can't remember exactly right now, but is something about a bridge inspector's 
report that was received and recorded as "lion under bridge" by an 
inexperienced operator. ) 


I guess the ideal superhero operator would be able to copy in his head for 
casual conversation, copy in longhand for ordinary text, copy in printing 
for encrypted text, and copy way behind for high speed text. There's the 
apocryphal story about a country operator who sat on a bench outside the 
telegraph office jawing with his friends while the sounder clicked away 
inside. After a while the friends went away to do their things and the 
operator went inside and wrote down all the messages that had come in while 
he was outside.

Good fundamental precept..... listen..... CORED noes 


There is also one primary consideration that too few folks seem to fathom. 


That is.... 
one MUST develop a working word and phrase vocabulary at speed. 


Without it, you will never get beyond hand copy. This is because hand 
copy is inherently letter by letter (as usually learned) and rarely 
word by word, copying behind. For work at speed, on a mill or in the 
head (hand copy at speed I will discount since beyond 30 wpm it is rather 
difficult), one must copy behind and word by word. Ideally, a good 
code man can copy a line behind (in standard parlance that would be 

5 word groups or coded groups), and then bang that out on the mill. 
Then the incoming next line is cycled through the grey matter register, 
and when the line buffer is full, dumped to the mill. It is a not 

too easy art, but with practice, not that difficult. PRACTICE is 

the key. 


If you get into the habit of copying things like the press runs or 

the weather forecasts from WCC or WLO (WLO is the best these days, 

with runs every hour on the hour 24 hours a day), using at least a word 
or two behind, you can grasp what it takes to do the ol' fashioned 

copy a line behind, read the newspaper or a book, drink a cup of mud 
and hobknob with the mate on watch. WCC seems to run at 25 wpm, while 
WLO runs at a straightforward 31 wpm. 


On paper, by hand, it is pushing the upper end of the envelope. 
On the mill, it is trivial. In the head, once you get the hang 
of it it is trivial. 


But, it all depends upon the ability to copy behind and have at 

the ready a working word vocabulary. My experiences would indicate 
that for ham use, a working word vocabulary at speed would be maybe 
50 or so words. For commercial use, probably 200 words. Once those 
patterns are firmly locked into the greymatter bilges, you will be 
able to run with the big dogs at speed. 


If you really want to try to develop this art, listen in to WLO 

on 434, 2055R5, 4343, 6416, 8514, etc., any top of the hour. 

Don't put yer fingers to the mill, until you have several words 
already gone by. Then bang away. Or, just set back and head copy 
but try to let the first few words of each sentence slip by and then 
recall them in a string.

I find listening to ARRL's "high speed" (35 down to 10 wpm) 
code broadcasts sure helps (although I much to learn yet). 
There you are forced from the beginning to hear what fast 
code sounds like. The more I do it, the more I find already 
that I can get a few words in the 30 wpm group. By the 
time it gets to 20 wpm, it actually is sounding "slow". 

I too find it nice to listen to those by just closing my 
eyes, almost sleep like, and listen. I suffer from the 
problem (major?) of my mind still wanting to "replay" the 
di-dah sound a quick second time before I recognize it. 
Like I said, I have far to go, but am determined to get 
there, and in the meantime will stick to CW only until 

I have it mastered like the professionals before I'll 
consider having a "phone" station.

As a true CW believer, I will have to second the ** Immaculate Comprehension' ' 
bit, since, when one gets over a particular hump at speed, it just sort 


of happens. The mind kind of lets go, and then you are *‘there''. 

It is not a particulary conscious experience, but really happens over 

a very short period of time, like the course of several days or several 
QSOs. You get a particular good knack that immediately kicks you up 
the speed ladder one big notch, usually in the matter of about 15-25% 
of the overall speed, from what my experiences and that of others seem 
to be, if we can count ourselves as the average joe. 


It is all based upon practice, but in my experiences, and I am sure for 
most others, it is somewhat like an *‘organismus''.... you KNOW when 

it happens, because you can then immediately do that 20 wpm (and beyond) 
that was giving you fits back at 13 wpm. 


Psychologia types probably have a pet term for the experience or happening. 


For me, it's just better CW!

Hang in there, Kevin. You're on the right track. Like music, code comes 
together at some point. I found a couple of wee morning hours on CW last 
weekend during Field Day brought my speed right back up. After a ten year 
layoff I returned to the novice bands and quickly found that there were plenty 
of folks around to help me build my speed. I took my Extra on Varick Street in 
Lower Manhattan. They were giving commercial test before the ham exams, and I 
found myself copying faster stuff and when the 20 WPM arrived, it seemed slow. 
Truly one of the most intimidating places for a code test known to man! 


My father was a telegrapher for the L&N before being laid off in the Depression. 
I can well remember him tapping out code with his fingers as he sat in his 
chair. As a Cub Scout, some kind soul taught us the code letters and the rest 
came with practice. But real progress came from contacts and the need to copy 
as fast as I could send. 


I now write down the same things for CW contacts as for AM or CW. After a 
career as a reporter, I find that just a couple of words jotted down will remind 
me of the conversational points and I take it from there. 


Just one point to add to the ongoing debate. While serving as an Air Traffic 
Controller during Vietnam, we were forced to learn conventional approaches 
(based on time and distance) despite all the radar that surrounded us. A dozen 
times over the next four years those skills were much needed. I see the same 
thing with the CW requirement. Not something we need all the time, but the one 
simple form we know will work. 


Re: The Vibroplex. I picked up an old key with a couple of sounders at a ham 
fest. It, too, has the smooth base and is a 825 Broadway number. Needs a good 
cleaning and more adjustment, but certainly worth the $5 for the batch!

When it comes to learning code, everyone has a technique that either does, 

or does not, work for them. In the 70's when I decided to go for the extra, 

my code talents had suffered from extended lack of use. At that time Wayne 
Green was pushing a 22 WPM mixed code group tape and I decided to spring for it. 


The quality on this tape was terrible! Pitch and speed would abruptly 
change, very distracting and I decided to use the "subliminal technique". 
While puttering around, or driving any distance in the car, the cassette 
would be on, softly in the background, usually an hour or more a day. 


After 30 days, I was copying solid in my head! Not because of memorizing or 
anticipating code groups, but actually copying them. Then came the task of 
putting it down on paper. I too ama "printer", and it was tough! It took 
another month of extended practice to cope with translating from the mind to 
printing the results out on paper at 22 + WPM. That was the hardest part 
for me. 


Caught the last FCC administered testing session in Tucson. It was held at 
the YMCA and there were several hundred people there. The 20 WPM applicants 
were seated four to a card table. It was noisy in the large room. There 
was hum and distortion on the tape during the receiving run. One of the 
applicants at my table had flunked the test several times previously at 


other exams. He was nervous, shaking the table so much I had to hold it 
with one hand so's to keep the pencil correctly positioned on the paper! 
Somehow the FCC examiner found the correct number of required characters in 
my printed scribbles and I passed! To this day I credit it to that lousy 
Wayne Green tape and my perseverance. End of shaggy dog story. 


To the gentleman that asked about copying code in the head, I'd suggest it 
takes desire, practice, practice, and more practice!

Fellow Weight-Lifters: 


I have a minor problem that has vexed me for a while. My Halli SX-122 
receiver exhibits a sudden jump in frequency after it has been on for 

a while after the normal warmup drifting has settled the receiver down. 

It's not much; maybe in the order of 400 hurts (cycles to us hollow-staters). 
It is really only noticable when I'm listening to SSB or CW. 


Has anyone successfully dealt with this type of problem before? I have 
squirted some contact cleaner on the connect-points of both the main tuning 
Capacitor and the bandspread capacitor. They are both physically clean. 


I have avoided messing with the mechanics of the capacitors, since I've 
always read about the nasty things that can/will occur if I do. 


Are ther other things in the receiver that may be causing this? Is there 
a better method of cleaning the Cap. connections? 


I remember my first 'real radio', a Hammarlund HQ-140-X, which had a similiar 
problem back in 1966/7 when I was a 'wee' Novice. I solved the problem then 
by selling it to a high school pal who used it for SWL'ing. I don't want to 
use the same solution this time....(Wish I still had that old receiver...sigh 
...Still got the pictures..;-) ).

Recently, Don Merz sent me a partial repro of the Meissner 150B 
transmitter manual--and it sure is a nice-looking rig! 


This is the critter that was driven by the wartime edition of the 


Signal Shifter (hence my interest). It *isx big--about 18"H x 40"W 

x 20"D--but it's a very well-designed transmitter and quite "modern," with 
a pi-net output and only three tuning controls. Quite like a classic 
Heathkit, in fact--grid tuning, plate tuning and loading. The tube 
line-up is all standard stuff, too. Takes about 10W to drive it, not 

hard come by, and coverage goes to 20m from the high end of the broadcast 
band--yes, it's WARC-band capable! :) 


Don has said in his ad postings that it's "not modular" and it isn't 
in any way useful for shipping...but it xdoes* break down into four 
sections, with terminal/connector strips and interunit cabling: power 
supply, RF PA, modulator and the main cabinet. So a person could work on 
it without having to be a weightlifter. 


There doesn't seem to have been a xlotx of interest in the rig, due 
probably to size and weight (ummm, 250 lbs or so). But having seen the 
schematic and photos and most of the rest of the docs, I ‘spect it's a 
good'un, and anyone looking for a BA transmitter with A) the space for it 
and B) some way to get it home from Don's would be well-advised to 
consider the Meissner 150B! It's a far cry from most of its 
late-prewar/early wartime contemporaries; the nice ol' shipboard rigs are 
the only only thing I know of that compares.

Fellow Boatanchorites: 

Regarding Vibroplex bugs, I *thinkx the following is true: 
(a) The standard Lightning Bug of the mid-'30s had a black enamel 
base ("japanned") and nickle-plated metal parts, with pin-striping 


on the base and a "lightning bolt" motif inside each corner of the 
pin-striping. 


VVVV VV VV WV 


I have an early enamel black base one that does not have any pinstriping. 
It came with a cloth wired wedge marked WU TEL CO on the wedge, and I am 
assuming that it was made for landline use, maybe in the 1920's. 

I got it from a older man who said that his grandfather (I think) had 
used it on land lines. 


The painting is just a smooth enamel black, with no particular other 
marking or pinstriping. The plating is all nickel. 

The bug plate appears to be brassish in color rather than gold or 
nickel plated, although it is very corroded up with age. 


The knobs are more akin to very early telegraph knobs than to the late 


vibroplex style knobs we are familiar with. It has fibre washers and 
fibre tubes and fibre strips in the insulation that look par for the 
1920's. 


The base is somewhat rounded on the top edges, rather than the more 
squarish style common on later bugs, and it appears to have been cast 
since the bottom is very uneven and rolling in nature. 


I don't have the serial number right off, but think it is in the 800,000 
range. I am probably way off, tho. 


The wedge is brass with the WU TEL CO engraving and the handle is pinned 
to it and of a thick phenolic tube construction. The insulating spacer 
is fiber.

That is not too big a hole. Back in the days when I was an uncle driven 
aircraft mechanic that was a simple patch, in one of several ways. 
One good way for thick panels is to cut a plug to fit out of similar 


material, and then aluminum braze it into place (you gotta be good with 

a torch to weld aluminum --- one art I have lost with age). A second way 
is to cut a double patch, one to fit and one to overfit on the inside, 

and rivet it in place. A third way, and probably the best for BA sorts of 
applications is to cut a rivet plug to fit. Then chamfer the inner and 
outer edges of the hole and rivet the plug in place. Then sand/machine 

to flush fit. Fill with aluminum solder around any slight cracks, or 

just bondo it. 


Any good aircraft shop should be able to handle that in a pinch. 
Check around any good airport, or around any backwater airport where 
real shadetree machanics still work.

If you are really serious, there are two options. 
1. 3.5-30 mhz log periodic, rotatable or tilted wire fixed set. 


2. 1.5-30 mhz vertical cone, or its other counterpart the vertical 
conical monopole for 3-30mhz. 


In my book, I would put money on the wire log periodics for something 

that I could probably afford and maybe fit somewhere (although not too 
likely on a city lot). They work great, and have been in long use in 

the USCG for long haul work. I have programs somewhere that will generate 
the required element lengths and spacings if you are interested. 


The conical monopole or vertical cone antennas are good broad antennas, 
but suffer from no gain. The log periodics are de regour for serious 
HF work. 


On the other hand, a selected set of phased verticals or phased vertical 
log periodics or half log periodics might be more reasonable, since they 
could be run from one pole, while a set of four wire logs would require 
four poles well spaced apart. 


If you want a totally steerable wire array, with good steerability, use 
a goniomenter and something like an Adcock or Bellini and Tosi array. 


If you have the time for experimentation, there are physically small 
phased arrays for HF that the USCG uses that supposedly work well. 
You might try the antenna theory books of the 1980's or 1990's for 
some articles maybe by DuHammel, et al. (don't remember right off).

Dear Stan, 


I have installed an antenna called a "tilted-terminated-folded-dipole" or 


t2fd built from a design in the book "Practical Wire Antennas" by John Heys, 
published by the RSGB. It is similar to the design which B&W sells as their 


super-secret patented hu-haa. It is a 91 foot long dipole-like antenna, 


suspended at the ends, except there is a top and bottom wire spaced about 5 


feet apart. Although I haven't tried to measure SWR everywhere, it is 


claimed that this antenna design yields a 2:1 or better SWR at any frequency 
from 2-30 MHz. Indeed, with my Johnson Matchbox I can tune it up very nicely 
on any ham band. It receives shortwave very well. Now one end is at 140 feet 
in a fir tree, and just about any length of wire at that height will hear a 


pile of swbc, but it is definitely an antenna to consider. I can provide 
more details if you are interested.

This is something that I could have written myself as there isn't a word 
that doesn't apply to me. Those who knock the code (most recently 

mostly by those who don't even KNOW the code) will never realize what it's 
like to be able to do that, but instead vilify it as some kind of 
unnecessary evil. Hearing the code rather than copying it is something 
that comes pretty quickly with experience and is quickly regained. I went 
for years without being on CW, but never dropped below 20-25 WPM. When I 
returned to it a while back, it didn't take long before I was copying in 
my head again. 


Working CW for me is as much a return to the early days when I first 
became acquainted with the boatanchors that grace my hamshack (living 
room, dining room, bedroom, etc.) today. As a fledgling ham and high 
school kid, my $5/week allowance for helping around the house and keeping 
my room clean and the occasional the half-dollar per hour I got for 
sticking circulars into doors didn't go far, so the best rig I ever had 
was my Viking II and HQ-140-X (the only present day surviors) with 
dipoles.

For ham use this is probably the best way to do things. In my log, I 
have special full page sheets for each entry. That way, I put all the 
particulars down, and have about half of a lined page for notes of 
interest.

In roundtables, at speed (there are several of us locals who get on

But, experience, would indicate that a good op, should be able to handle 
both head copy and mill/computer/pen/pencil copy for traffic. Once in 

the headbanger mode, it takes continued practice to keep the fingers 
functional at speed for mill copy. My mill copy dies out beyond about 

35 wpm at 100% copy because I am a lousy touch typist (although I touch 
type all day, it is just not at the required level for perfect mill copy). 
I kick myself for never having gotten better, although, recent episodes 

of hand typing in the BA archives manuals is improving the skills slightly. 


For traffic handling, the absolute MANDATORY mode is the speed of the 
slowest operator. In commercial parlance, in real distress situations, 

the MANDATORY maximum speed is 16wpm, because perfect copy is more important 
that speed in traffic or distress situations. In ham chit-chat, the sky 

is the limit, and a run in conversational chit-chat mode at 40 or beyond 

is pure joy. 


However I 

still get a lot of pleasure out of casual CW copying in my head. Late at 
night I can't write it down anyway. I have actually had QSO's while 
laying in bed and nearly fell asleap at the key. Not the most polite 
thing but I still enjoy the late night copy.

My interest in boatanchors lies in a very specialized field. I 
collect antique automobile test equipment and related literature. 
More specifically, I own a 1940 Ford coupe and have accumulated 
tuneup equipment that Ford dealers and independent garages would 
have used to service the car with in its first 15 or so years on 
the road. 


These testers are used to check ignition coils, ignition condensers 
(er, capacitors), spark plugs, generators, generator regulators, 
batteries, starters, etc. Many competing companies produced these 
units. Among them are Allen, General Motors and its United Motors 
Service subsidiary, Heyer Industries, Sun, Electro Products, and 


Weidenhoff. Snap-on Tools Corp. sells high-quality and high-priced 
tools to service technicians today. They effectively bought out the 
Joseph Weidenhoff company many years ago and still have technical 
literature for Weidenhoff testers made over 50 years ago. 


Many of the testers have tubes. An example is a late 1930s Allen 
tachometer that detects impulses from a spark plug wire. Inside 

are 6X5GT, OD3, and 2051 (thyratron) tubes that respectively rectify, 
regulate voltage, and function as a capacitor discharge switch. 

The basic circuit is that of a relaxation oscillator. 


Anyhow, I'm asking the BA list to look for this kind of tuneup 
equipment. Maybe you have some at home? It turns up occasionally 
at antique auto swap meets and less so at electronic swap meets. 
The antique auto equivalent of the Dayton Hamvention occurs every 
Columbus Day weekend in Hershey, Pennsylvania. I've bought many 
testers there for restoration. One gadget was -- get this -- a 
vibrator tester. It actually works and lets me know when I've 
sufficiently polished the points of a vibrator to get it working 
again. From there it usually goes into some kind of a vibrator 
power supply, as in the radio of my 1940 Ford. 


I'm especially interested in coil and condenser testers and almost 
any automobile tune-up equipment that contains both tubes and is 
UPS packable/shippable. The particular item I need most, and that 
will complete a matched set of tune-up equipment, is a Model 210 
RPM indicator (tachometer). It was made for the United Motors 
Service part of General Motors in the late 1930s. It's about the 
size of a lunchbox with one meter in front and a couple of leads. 
The original color of the metal container is maroon. 


The main radio in my shack is a Heathkit HW-101 which, of course, 
contains firebottles. 


The road to the HW-101 and my ticket began with the restoration 
of a tachometer that came with a Ford Laboratory Test Set -- a 
machine that Ford dealers used to service flathead V-8s between 
1935 and about 1950. Now I use the machine to help rebuild 
distributors for 1932-1948 Fords, Mercurys, and Lincolns. The 
knowledge gained from restoring the tachometer led to a general 
interest in 1930-1955 tune-up equipment.

Yes, it is true, but the issue at HF is not usually sensitivity. Tubes in 
general produce more internal noise than do modern solid-state devices. 
The amount of internal noise produced by a device is usually measured in 
either the effective temperature of a thermal noise source or by the noise 
figure (usually stated in decibels). 


The problem is that in the HF portion of the spectrum, natural and 
man-made noise is high enough that the limiting sensitivity of a receiver 
is no longer determined by the internal noise but by external noise. At 
VHF frequencies and above, this background noise level drops considerably. 


The quickest test to see if your setup is background limited is to 
disconnect the antenna from the receiver. If the noise level coming out 
of the speaker drops, the receiver has all the sensitivity needed for your 
location and a lower noise figure receiver will not help. Losses in the 


transmission line contribute directly to the system noise figure, but once 
again at HF these losses are generally not too high. 


At two meters, however, things have changed considerably. Background 
noise is generally in the range of 2 to 3 dB and a hundred feet of good 
coax cable may have another 3 dB of loss. Only the best vacuum tube RF 
amplifiers (using Nuvistors or 416's [it's been a while]) could achieve 
noise figures this low at 144 MHz, and then they required neutralization 
and tricky adjustment. Only a dedicated weak-signal VHF'er would dare 
mount his tube pre-amp at the antenna with the constant adjustments 
needed. At even higher frequencies, the noise figures of tubes increased 
and the background noise decreased. At UHF and above, parametric 
amplifiers were therefore in vogue. 


Today, inexpensive solid-state devices like GaAs FET's and HEMT's can 
achieve noise figues of less than 1 dB at frequencies above 1 GHz. 
Antenna mounted preamps are common in most weak-signal VHF/UHF stations. 
Para-amps are thankfully almost never used any more. 


But back at HF, the background noise still dominates most tube and almost 
all solid-state devices. Thus receiver sensitivity is rarely a problem 
except in the oldest of tube receivers. What is usually more important is 
selectivity and strong-signal performance. The R-390A with its mechanical 
filters is on par with most modern ham receivers in terms of selectivity 
(except possibly the 0.1 and 1 kHz bandwidth positions where the skirts 
are broad by today's standards). Where the R-390A shines, however, is in 
its strong signal performance. Images, front-end overload, and 
intermodulation distortion are virtually non-problems in the R-390A's. It 
takes an exceptionally well designed modern receiver to exceed the 
strong-signal performance of an R-390A. 


So can the average rice-box be more sensitive than the R-390A? Probably - 
but you have to live in an EXTREMELY quiet radio location to ever use this 
sensitivity. A better comparison would be to try both receivers at Field 
Day in a multi-band setup, or try both receivers next to an AM broadcast 
station. Many years ago, I remember operating in the 5 transmitter 
category on Field Day. With tube rigs, it was often possible to operate 
in both the phone and CW portions of some bands simultaneously with 
careful tune-up and reasonable antenna placement. With the modern rigs, 
it is not uncommon for the 40 meter station to wipe out 20 and 15 meter 
stations even with the added selectivity of antenna tuners for each band.
